Army engineers will make an 
inspection early next month of 
the Weldon Spring Ordnance 
Works site, in St. Charles county, 
as a possible location for the 
proposed $100,000,000 Air Force 
Academy. 

Announcement of this inspec- 
tion, made at Washington today, 
resulted in disclosure that the 
Chamber of Commerce has been 
making an active effort to have 
the academy placed there, 20 
miles west of St. Louis, This 
site is in competition with Knob- 
knoster field, near Sedalia, Mo., 
and 91 others in all parts of the 
country. 

W. Stuart Symington, St. 
Louisan, Secretary of the Air 
Force, told the Post-Dispatch 
that he would naturally like to 
have the academy in Missouri, 
“everything being equal.” He re- 
frained from committing himself 
between Weldon Spring and Se- 
dalia. 

Board to Recommend Site. 

Recommendations for the site 
selection will be made by an Air 
Force board, set up a month ago, 
headed by Gen. Carl Spaatz, for- 
mer chief of the Air Force, Sen- 
ator James P. Kem (Rep.) of Mis- 
souri, has a bill pending for the 
Sedalia site. 

The Weldon Spring site meets 
the principal requirements for 
the academy, said George C. 
Smith, president of the Chamber 
of Commerce. Smith emphasized 
the idea that the academy would 
be essentially in the nature of a 
college, rather than flying field. 

However, he said Leif J. Sverd- 
rup, St. Louis engineer, who as 
a wartime general built many 
landing fields in the Pacific area, 
had advised the chamber the 
hilly Weldon Spring terrain could 
accommodate a large airport, 
capable of handling virtually all. 
planes,

location, said Smith, are: Con-

IN HOLIDAY ; DOWN 


CHICAGO, Dec. 31 (AP)—The 
nation started celebrating the 
New Year’s holiday with a re- 
|minder that about 600 persons 
‘lost their lives in violent acci- 
dents over the three-day Christ- 
mas holiday. 

_And, the National Safety Coun- 
cil has predicted, 330 persons 
| will be killed in traffic accidents 
during the extended New Year’s 
holiday. The number of deaths 
'in other accidents was not fore- 
'cast by the council. There were 
309 violent accidental deaths in 
| the two-day New Year’s holiday 
|}in 1949, including 207 traffic fa- 


' talities. 

There was a marked decrease 
in the number of violent deaths 
since 6 p.m. yesterday, as com- 
pared. to the same period last 
week. A survey showed a total 
of 20 fatalities, including 15 in 
traffic accidents. At the same 
time last week, the total was 52. 

There have been 28,350 persons 
Pkilled in traffic accidents in the 
first 11 months of 1949. This 
averages 85 every 24 hours.

TOKYO, Dec. 31 (AP)—Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur told the Jap- 
anese people tonight they still 
have “the inalienable right of 
self-defense against unprovoked 
attack,” despite their no-war con- 
stitution. 

The Supreme Commander in 
his New Year’s message highly 
praised the Japanese renuncia- 
tion of war and intimated that 
there was to be no change in the 
prohibition against Japanese 
armed forces. 

Japan was completely disarmed 
after the surrender in 1945, and 
remains so. The present nation- 
al constitution—adopted under 
occupational guidance although 
officially hailed as a Japanese 
idea—renounced war and armed 
force entirely and forever. 

The self-defense statement was 
contained in the closing section 
of MacArthur’s annual message. 

Full Text of Passage. 

Here is the full passage on that 
topic: : 

“Some contemporary cynics de- 
ride as visionary Japan’s consti- 
tutional renunciation of the con- 
cept of belligerency and armed 
security. Be not overly concerned 
by such detractors. 

“A product of Japanese thought, 
this provision is based upon the 
highest of moral ideals, and yet 
no constitutional provision was 
ever more fundamentally sound 
and practical. 

“While by no sophistry of rea-

“In due course other nations 
will join you in this dedication, 
but meanwhile, you must not fal- 
ter. Have faith in my country- 
men and other peoples who share 
the same high ideals. Above all, 
have faith in yourselves.” 

_ No Reference to Russia. 

MacArthur made no reference 
to the Soviet Union, but he said 
two basic, unresolved problems 
causing concern to every Japan- 
ese were: 

“The global ideological struggle 
brought close to Japan by the 
Communist sweep over China, 
and the international procedural 
conflict delaying call of a Japan- 
ese peace conference.” 

Brig. Gen. Courtney Whitney, 
head of the occupation’s govern- 
ment section and one of Mac- 
Arthur’s closest advisers, told 
correspondents the commander 
“had no intention of saying the 
Japanese have the right to re-arm 
for war or to re-establish an 
army or navy.” 

Instead, said Whitney, the mes- 
sage meant that Japan has “the 
right to conclude defensive alli- 
ances or deal with the United Na- 
tions for protection, or, if at- 
tacked: directly, “The Japanese 
can fight back with all the power 
at their command.” 

Without outside assistance, 
such resistance would be feeble 
at present. The cost of even a 
start toward military defense 
would be prohibitive in Japan’s 
current economic condition. 

Most Japanese have presumed 
that with an eventual peace 
treaty, the United States would 
keep bases and forces in Japan. 

The remainder of MacArthur's 
message was devoted to a review 
of the past year under the occu- 
pation. He noted that relaxing 
of economic controls, increased 
production, larger foreign trade 
and a balanced national budget 
were signs of “healthy progress 
in the building of a new Japan.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31 (AP)— 
At midnight tonight the social 
security tax on the paychecks of 
about 39,000,000 workers will 
jump from 1 per cent to 144 per 
cent. 

The rise, first in the 13-year 
history of federal old-age and 
survivors’ insurance, will bring 
to $45 a year the tax on each 
worker who gets $3000 or more 
in annual pay. It originally was 
scheduled years ago, but was put 
off repeatedly by Congress. 
Employers, about 2,700,000 of 
them, will increase their contribu- 
tions to match. The 50 per cent 
rise will take about $700,000,000 
more each year from the income 
of wage earners and management. 
For the present old-age pen- 
sions won't be any bigger. They 
start at $10 a month minimum. 
The average is $26. The maximum 
now is $45.20.. 

Higher Rate Bill Pending. 
Pending in the Senate is a bill, 
already approved overwhelmingly 
by the House, to increase the pen- 
sion and insurance benefits by an 
average of 70 per cent. 

If approved by the Senate—as 
most legislators say it will be— 
this measure will boost the mini- 
mum pension to $25. The maxi- 
mum benefit for an aged man and 
wife would jump from $85 to $126 
a month. 

About 11,000,000 more workers 
would be covered if the Senate 
adopts the House formula. These 
would: include domestic servants, 
the self-employed, employes of 
local governments, and others not 
now protected. The tax would ap- 
ply to the first $3600 of income, 
instead of the present $3000. 

To Bring in $2,424,000,000. 
Without assuming that all this 
will take place, the federal secur- 
ity agency says it will collect 
about $2,424,000,000 in payroll 
taxes in the coming year. Collec- 
tions were $1,680,000,000 in the 
past year and $688,000,000 was 
paid out in benefits. 

All collections go into a trust 
fund—which now holds $11,859,- 
000,000—and are invested in Gov- 
ernment bonds. 

The pending bill would boost 
the tax to 2 per cent each on em- 
ployer and employe in 1951; 2% 
per cent in 1960, to 3 per cent in 
1965 and to 3% per cent in 1970.

Several reasons are given for 
the employment of wives. One is 
economic. A Congressman receives 
a salary of $12,500 and a tax- 
free expense account of $2500 
annually. This often sounds like 
a lot ef money in thé home dis- 
trict but doesn’t go far in Wash- 
ington, especially in view of the 
facts that the Congressman has 
many social obligations, has to 
run for re-election every two 
years and often has to maintain 
homes both in Washington and 
in his district. Many Congress- 
men find it necessary to supple- 
ment their incomes in various 


ways. ' 

Wives Safeguard Interests. 

Another reason is that the wives 
of many politicians are intimately 
acquainted with their husband's 
affairs and can be counted on to 
safeguard their husband’s inter- 
ests. As Sullivan commented: “A 
man’s political fortunes are often 
in the hands of his office force.” 

A disloyal or indiscreet clerk 
can cause irreparable damage, and 
an official subject to election can- 
not maintain a stable staff. 

It is true in some instances, 
at least, that the wife is the ac- 
tual quarterback and perhaps 
even the main vote-getter, and 
there is no reason to suppose 
that she is lacking in ability 
merely because she is the Con- 
gressman’s wife. Mrs. Sullivan, 
for example, had a well-paid exec- 
utive job before she married the 
Congressman. 

There have been abuses, often 
extremely difficult to prove, with 
respect to paying clerks of Con- 
gressmen. The clerks of Repre- 
sentative J. Parnell Thomas, now 
in the federal penitentiary at 
Danbury, Conn., were paid in the 
regular way but Thomas was im- 
prisoned for taking kickbacks 
from them. 

. Base Pay for Hiring Clerks. . 

A Representative has a base al- 
lowance of $12,500 a year for 
clerk hire, a sum which is ac- 
tually closer to $20,000 because 
of an extremely complex system 
of figuring percentage increases. 
He is allowed a maximum of five 
clerks, no one of whom can re- 
ceive more than $5000 figured 
on the base, or actually about 
$7800. 

Clerks are paid by check 
monthly by the Congressional 
Disbursing Office. If the allo- 
cated funds for the month are 
not exhausted the balance must 
be returned to the Treasury. A 
balance cannot be accumulated 
by monthly savings. The Con- 
gressman controls the size of each 
employe’s check, within the pre- 
scribed limits. This may vary 
from month to month under cer- 
tain circumstances. 

November payrolls show that 
Mrs. Carnahan received $470.26; 
Mrs. Karst $220.49 and Mrs. Sul- 
livan $414.14. These sums were 
received after withholding for 
taxes and retirement fund con- 
tributions.

Circumstances do not alter this 
situation, whether the request for 
relief from life comes from the 
patient or a relative.”

Coroner’s Jury Returns Ver- 
dict in Killing of Paul 


Enea in Wreck. 


A verdict of homicide was re- 
turned by a coroner’s jury at 
Clayton today in the death of Paul 
Enea, 3614A St. Louis avenue, 
who was killed yesterday when an 
automobile in which he was riding

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The jury recommended that 
the driver, Garvin Gibson, 6402 
Derby avenue, Wellston, be held 
for prosecution. 


Gibson, who is under treatment 
at County Hospital for head in- 
juries suffered in the crash. was 
at the inquest but did not testify 
on advice of counsel. Following 
the inquest he was returned to 
the hospital. 

Police testified that Gibson 
and some of the others in the car 
told immediately after the acci- 
dent of having drunk beer at a 
tavern near the scene of the arc- 
cident. One of the party was 14 
years old and another 15, and an 
investigation is being conducted 
in an effort to determine what 
tavern had been visited. 

Paul R. Ladd of Kansas City, a 
truck driver, testified he was a 
block behind the Gibson machine 
and saw the accident. The auto- 
mobile was traveling in a straight 
path before it hit the abutment, 
he said, and immediately after 
the accident Gibson appeared to 
be dazed from head injuries but 
did not appear drunk. 

Gibson told. deputy sheriffs 
after the accident he had had six 
bottles of beer in three hours 
and was not intoxicated. Ladd 
said it appeared Gibson failed to 
see the start of divided pavement,

Mr. Carter Takes Issue 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
In an editorial entitled “An Attack on 
a Fair Law,” you severely criticized me 
for objecting to the allowance of a pe- 
tition filed by one Richard O’Neill, ask- 


ing for a new trial or an outright re-~ 


lease from the Illinois State Penitenti- 
ary. This petition was filed under an 
act passed by the last Illinois General 
Assembly. 

Your information of the facts is so 
misleading that one might be led to be- 
lieve that you didn’t take the time or 
trouble to discover the truth. The court 
records disclose that Mr. O’Neill was 
brought .back from California on Aug. 
12, 1939 (the crime of murder, for which 
he was convicted by a jury was com- 
mitted on July 29, 1939) by a Federal 
Court order. He was indicted by a St. 
Clair county grand jury on Sept. 16, 
1939, and on Sept. 22, Charles Webb, a 
gormer State’s Attorney of St. Clair 
@unty (1912-1916), and C. C. Dreman, 

sent County Judge of St. Clair coun- 
ty (admitted to the Bar in 1930), were 
appointed by the Hon. Alfred D. Reiss, 
then\ presiding Judge of the Circuit 
Court, to defend Mr. O'Neill. 


* * * 


Mr. O'Neill's trial started on the 
morning of Oct. 16, 1939, and on Oct. 
18 (three days later) the jury brought 
in a verdict of guilty and the defend- 
ant received a sentence of 99 years. His 
motion for a new trial was argued on 
Dec. 3, 1939, and denied by the court. 

Do these facts indicate that Mr. 
O’Neill was not represented by counsel, 
or that he was not properly advised of 
his rights, or that he was denied the 
opportunity to defend himself, or that 
his constitutional rights were violated? 
All of which you attempted to show in 
your editorial had happened to Mr. 
O'Neill. 


There ig absolutely no comparison of 
this case with the Marino case in 
Winnebago county. There the defend- 
ant had no trial; he pleaded guilty and 
was immediately sentenced. By what 
stretch of the imagination did you at- 
tempt to infer that Mr. O’Neill was 
not given every right and privilege as 
afforded by the constitutions of the 
United States and Illinois? 


_ There is not the slightest doubt in my 

thind that this new post-conviction law 
is unconstitutional and will be so de- 
clared by the Illinois Supreme Court. 
It fg not any fault of mine that this new 
law is so drawn as to cast a doubt of 
constitutionality on its interpretation. 
In your newspaper, under date line, 
Chicago, Dec. 1, appeared a story that 
Chief Justice Thomas Lynch of the 
Criminal Court of Cook county ruled 
that the law is unconstitutional. 


* * * 


He stated that it was an encroachment 
on the power of the judiciary. I under- 
stand that an appeal has been taken 
from his decision, which appeal will, in 
all probability, be decided at the next 
term of the Supreme Court. In talking 
with lawyers and judges who have a 
great deal more legal experience and 
knowledge than I have, I have discov- 
ered that they are practically unanimous 
in their judgment that this post-convic- 
tion law is unconstitutional and a poor- 
ly written law. I value their legal opin- 
ion more highly than that of a newspa- 
per man, 

A newspaper as great and as promi- 
nent as the Post-Dispatch should be ever 
alert to present the truth. With the 
facts so easily obtainable, there is, in 
my opinion, no excuse in not properly 
presenting the facts.

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Here is the situation today in St, Louis with 
respect to. two of the city’s most important 
public utilities: . . 

1. A strike of 50,000 employes of the South- 
western Bell Telephone Co. could begin at mid- 
might tonight unless the telephone company 
agrees to arbitrate unsettled issues in a new 
contract dispute. Gov. Smith, however, still 
seeks a 15-day postponement. 

2, Operating employes of the Public Service 
Co. voted almost unanimously against accepting 
the bus and streetcar company’s “final offer” for 
a wage contract to replace one which expires 
at midnight. While there is no prospect of an 
immediate strike, the union has called on the 
State Mediation Board to require the streetcar 
company to arbitrate. 

One thing makes these two situations simi- 
lar. This is the disinclination, not to say re- 
fusal, of the company in each instance to arbi- 
trate its differences with its workers. 

Everyone can remember occasions in which 
management was ready and eager to arbitrate 
only to find that labor was the recalcitrant. This 
time the roles appear to be exactly reversed. 
The unions want to arbitrate. The companies 
are doing the resisting. 


In the case of Southwestern Bell, resisting 
means more than resisting the union and its 
leaders. It means resisting the considered recom- 
mendation of the conference of Governors of 
the six states, held here in St. Louis at the call 
of Gov. Forrest Smith. It means resisting the 
efforts of the United States Conciliation Serv- 
ice to persuade the company to join the union 
in accepting the Governors’ recommendation. 


Ten days have passed since the telephone 
union postponed its approved strike. Now the 
Southwestern Bell management, after consulta- 
tion with A. T. & T., says that it cannot at 
this time commit itself to arbitration. If not 
why not? If the union were opposing arbi- 
tration, the company would be saying so 
throughout the six states and in no uncertain 
terms. 

In the case of the Public Service Co., the 
workers are trying to arrange voluntary arbi- 
tration rather than compulsory arbitration under 
the King-Thompson Act which forbids strikes in 
essential public utilities. The contract which is 
about to expire provides for private arbitration 
between the company and its employes. 


Thus far, arbitration is the one best way to 
settle disputes which management and employes 
do not work out in collective bargaining. For 
arbitration to be most effective, it must be 
started as early as possible. The closer a strike 
deadline comes, the less chancé for a settlement. 

Do Southwestern Bell and the Public Service 
Co. wish to stand in opposition to arbitration? 
If not, they should reconsider their position as 
it appears to their workers—and the public—and 
issue a new statement. ® 
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Prescriptions for the Anti-histamines 

The Federal Pure Food and Drug Administra- 
tion is standing pat on its decision to allow sale 
of the flood of anti-histamine cold remedies over 
drug store counters without physicians’ 
prescriptions. 


Effect of this order is that a drug whose value 
and effects are not thoroughly known will con- 
tinue to be tested by the general public instead 
of under closely controlled conditions, And the 
public, egged on in many cases by advertising 
which far over-states the case for the drug, is 
ready and eager to do the testing. 


Some doctors are mobilizing for action, pre- 
paring to demand that the anti-histamines be 
sold only upon presentation of a physician’s pre- 
scription, A portion of the medical opposition 
undoubtedly stems from a sincere belief that it 
is dangerous to use the American people as the 
guinea pigs, and that the anti-histamines are 
hazardous because they have the incidental ef- 
fect.of making users sleepy. 


But how many doctors are opposed solely be- 
cause they don’t want to lose their $2 or $5 con- 
sultation fees from patients with colds? A sus- 
picion that this may be the principal motivation 
for some of the medical opposition will continue 
at least until there is some reliable evidence 
that the new cold remedies are more dangerous 
than sleeping potions or a thousand other things 
drug stores sell now without prescriptions. Thus 
far, no such evidence has been presented. 
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.20,000 Lonely Men 


Among the forgotten people of this country, 
it would be hard to find a more cruel example 
of neglect than nearly 20,000 veterans. They 
are hospital mental patients who, the Veterans’ 
Administration says, have not been visited by 
their families or friends in more than a year. 


While these men suffer mental illness, most 
of them have an entirely normal capacity for 
despair. The VA tells of one heart-sick veteran, 
neglected by his wife and children, who created 
a “family” around him of hospital attendants. * 


Where the patients are concerned, such indif- 
ference may add to their illness. In fact, the 
inhumanity of man played its part in surround- 
ing these veterans with bleak hospital walls. 
But where the families and supposed friends of 
the patients are concerned, the VA report is a 
revelation of total heartlessness. Aren’t they 
concerned at all? 
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Facts to Be Considered 

State’s Attorney Carter of St. Clair county, 
in a letter on this page, states his objections 
to our editorial in support of the Barry-Lee Act 
in Illinois. This js the law which provides ap- 
peals by persons who say they were imprisoned 
without guidance of a lawyer to protect their 
rights. ’ 

We do not wish to argue with Mr. Carter, but 
since he is stating his views at some length, we 
do think one or two points need refining. Our 
editorial did not say that Richard O’Neill should 
be released or even that he should have a new 
trial, We did say that the question to be deter- 
mined now was whether he had counsel when 
he was convicted. The law sets up the means 
whereby this question may be resolved, one way 
or the other. Before the law was passed, Illi- 
nois justice in many of these cases ‘was a veri- 
table “merry-go-round,” to use the word of the 
late Justice Rutledge. 


Our editorial said that a prosecuting attorney 
was doing his duty if he resisted an unworthy 
appeal. We said the new law contemplated that 
prosecutors would oppose appeals in some cases. 
We said the law also contemplated that some 
defendants would receive justice previously 


denied them. The new procedure is to sort the. 


worthy cases from those which are unworthy. 

The Post-Dispatch did not criticize Mr. Carter 
for his decision to oppose use of the new appeal 
procedure by Richard O'Neill. What we ques-

tioned was Mr. Carter’s broadside attack on 


the entire law. This attack he renews in his 
letter. 
Certainly it is not a matter between members 


of the legal profession in whom Mr. Carter has’ 


confidence and this or any newspaper. The 
measure was introduced by two members of the 
Illinois bar, one of whom has been dean of the 
John Marshall Law School in’ Chicago. Before 
it was introduced, it was carefully worked and 
reworked, over a period of months, by a com- 
mittee of lawyers, including the present presi- 
dent of the Hlinois Bar Association, Bert E. 
Jenner Jr. This law is the Illinois Legislature's 
answer to Chief Justice Vinson’s question as to 
what Illinois was doing to clean up its flood 
of appeals from ‘behind prison bars. 

These surely are facts which also. need to be 
considered.

The western world is headed for a showdown 
in the inscrutable East. Events finally seem to 
be forcing western statesmen into disagreeable 


corners from which there is no escape until . 


fundamental, and possibly conflicting, decisions 
have been taken. 


India and Burma have faced facts and decided 
that recognition of Communist China is essen- 
tial to their stability. The entire British Com- 
monwealth of Nations is likely to make a similar 
decision at the forthcoming Commonwealth con- 
ference in Ceylon. ° 

On the day when Indian recognition of the 
Mao Tse-tung regime in China was announced, 
it was learned that there is renewed pressure 
for the United States to take Chiang Kai-shek's 
tattered Nationalist Government under its wing. 
There is talk of a United States military mission 
to Chiang’s Formosa retreat and limited United 
States arms aid to bolster Formosa’s defenses. 
The American Asiatic fleet is being strengthened. 

Meanwhile, the Dutch, following British ex-. 
ample, finally agreed to the birth of the United 
States of Indonesia. But France, despite a finan- 
cial crisis which is leaving it in apparently 
permanent danger of falling either to the ex- 
treme right or extreme left, is making only 
tortoise-like progress toward self-rule for Indo- 
china. 

The Indochinese state of Viet Nam has been 
given some domestic sovereignty, but it is still 
far from complete, and Viet Nam foreign af- 
fairs remain in the hands of the French. In 
Britain, many persons on both Conservative and 
Labor sides of the fence are viewing with alarm 
the uncomfortable new factor in the world’s 
councils of former colonials speaking for them- 
selves. 

Whether for good or ill, nineteenth century 
nationalism has finally emerged triumphant in 
the Far East. What the peoples of Asia think 
is no longer a matter of unimportance to their 
former western masters. China is no longer a 
problem solely for Washington, London, Paris 
and Moscow to settle. Colombo, New Delhi, 
Jacarta and Karachi have been added to the 
diplomatic map. . 

In order to preserve the painstakingly ham- 
mered-out unity of the West in Europe, Asian 
problems have been continually postponed, the 
sharp disagreements among the various capitals 
glossed over or ignored. 

The time now has arrived when those dis- 
agreements must be faced, analyzed and weighed. 
Particularly must they be considered in the light 
of whether or not western unity in the East, 
as well as in the West, is integral to successful 
defense in the cold war. Even more important, 
they must be considered in the light of the new 
day which has dawned in Asia.

One of the prime tenets of Marxism has 
always been that in the future “classless” 
society, after many generations of the “die- 
tatorship of the proletariat,” ideal environ- 
mental conditions will enable mankind to 
slough off most of its detrimental charac- 
teristics. You may remember having read 
a book by a once enthusiastic Communist, 
John Strachey, in which it was predicted 
that someday under Communism men 
would even learn the secret of eternal life.

Weatherman Looks Back Over 1949 
And Finds It Was Pretty Humdrum 


A Little Wetter and Warmer Than Usual, but 
Chief Accomplishment Was to Spoil 
Half-Century’s Best Statistic.

| The year that makes its exit 
tonight has been the wettest and 
warmest since 1946. That, Weath- 
erman Harry F. Wahlgren said 
after casting his eyes backward 
over a half century of annals, 
isn’t much of a record. 

In fact, he remarked, 1949 has 
marred a record instead of mak- 
ing oné. It has spoiled the half 
century’s most startling statistic, 
which is. the fact that Nov. 11 of 
1911 has held the honor, until 
this year, of having set both high 
and low temperatures for the 
date, 79 degrees and 18 above. 

When the mercury soared to 
an unseasonable 80 degrees last 
Nov. .11, it @nded the life of the 
38-year-old oddity, which natural- 
ly, Wahlgren said, was dear to a 


duced plantings next year for cot- | 
ton, tobacco, peanuts, wheat, flax- | 
seed and potatoes. 

In all, these programs seek to 
remove from production of cash 
crops more than 25,000,000 acres | 
of farmers’ cultivated land. 

Cut in Egg Supports. 

They also further underscore 
the Government’s growing con- 
cern over surpluses which yester- 
day brought a 10 cent-a-dozen cut 
in the support price for eggs. 
The Brannan request for small- 
er plantings of corn and rice came 
simultaneously with an Agricul- 
ture Department report at a 
price advantage which farmers 
have enjoyed since late 1941 has 
turned into a disadvantage. 

Prices received by farmers in 
mid-December averaged only 98 
per cent of parity. Parity is a le- 
gal standard for measuring farm 
prices, designed to be equally 
fair to producers and consumers. 
Not since November, 1941, have 
farm prices been below the stand- 
ard. 

The growing surpluses, coupled | 
with declining foreign markets, 
have pulled prices of many farm 
commodities down to or below 
support levels promised by the 
Government. . 

Lower Price Levels. 

Farmers will move into 1950 not 
only with a lower price level, but 
with lower Government price sup- 
port levels for many products. 

A good example is eggs. The 
department announced yesterday 
that it will buy nest-run ungraded 
eggs at an average of at least 25 
cents a dozen at the farm during 
January and February. 

This compares with 35 cents the 
Government paid for the same 
kind of eggs under a 1949 price 
support program. The Govern- 
ment now has the equivalent of 
nearly two and a half billion sur- 
plus eggs on its hands. 

With price support funds run- 
ning low and surpluses piling up 


in Government hands, lower price 
supports already have been an- 
nounced for some commodities 
and lower ones are likely to be set 
up for others. 

The 1950 corn program calls for 
plantings of about 11,000,000 acres 
less than the 87,910,000 seeded 
this year. The program aims at a 
1950 crop of around 2,627,000,000 
bushels compared with $3,377,- 
000,000 this year. 

In the case of rice, a 2950 plant- 
ing allotment of 1,593,112 acres 
was set. This year’s planting to- 
taled 1,845,000 acres. The program 
is designed to hold next year’s 
crop to about 74,239,000 bushels 
compared with this year’s record 
of 89,451,000 bushels.

Mean temperature for 1949 was 
57.6 degrees, 1.8 above the nor- 
mal, figured on records of the 
1875-to-1927 period. In 1946 the 
average was 59.2. This year’s 
high was 98, established July 2; 
the low, 2 above, was recorded 
Jan. 30. 

No Abnormal Months. 

Only April and September 
dropped below their respective 
average normals, and no month 
was abnormally hot or cold. 
There were 30 days on which the 
mercury climbed to 90 or higher, 
six fewer than in a normal year. 

Freezing temperatures were re- 
corded on 86 days, seven more 
than normal. 
mercury stayed below 32. 

Rainfall thus far in 1949 totals 
46.27 inches, compared with a 
normal of 37.44. Moreover, Wahl- 
gren said, there is a chance for 
more “weeping weather,” as the 
old year dies tonight. , 

Precipitation in 1946 amounted 
to 49.32 inches and in 1945 to 
49.82. The preceding 18 annual 
records have to be scanned to find 
a wetter year. Enough rain fell 
in 1927 to add up to 50.83 inches, 
more than double the 23.23 inches 
of 1930, the century’s driest year 
to date. 

Two Wet Octobers. 

For the first time in 50 years, 
as well as in all Weather Bureau 
annals here, two consecutive Oc- 
tobers have topped six inches of 
rain, 6.6 in 1948 and 6.46 this 
year. Otherwise 1949 has not been 
particularly notable for things 
good or bad. The city was over- 
hung by heavy smoke on only 


On 14 days the jast 50 years has been 57.1 de- 


40.6 degrees, 1.8 above normal, 
and only three tenths of an inch 
of snow. “But winter isn’t over 
yet,” Wahlgren observed. 

Like the year it closes, Decem- 
ber has been wet as well as warm, 
with 3.78 inches of rainfall com- 


pared with a normal for the 
month of 2.21. This month has 
been the wettest December since 
1942, when 4.61 inches of precipi- 
tation fell. 

Some of the Records. 

“The weather was always do- 
ing something throughout the last 
50 years, and a number of out-| 
standing records have been hung 
up,” Wahlgren said. Among them 
he listed the wettest month on 
the books, August’ 1946, with 
20.45 inches; the driest, June 
1914, one tenth of an inch; earli- 
est frost, Sept. 28, 1942, and lat- 
est killing frost, Nov. 30, 1944. 
Weather Bureau records go back 
to 1837.

Since 1837 the average has been 
39.23 inches. 

Forecasting weather for specific 
dates through 1950, Wahlgren ob- 
served, with the ambiguity of the 
wily sibyls of old, is just as easy 
as prophesying about the weather 
for the rest of the twentieth cen- 
tury. The forecasts, in fact, are 
identical: 

“There will be days that will be 
fair and foul, cold and hot. There 
will be weather that will make 
you sad, and there will be weather 
that will make you sing. On each 
day, if it doesn’t rain, or snow, 
the weather will be clear. 

“The next 50 years will be like 
the last 50 in one respect. Pic- 
nickers, promoters and all the 
rest of us will just have to take 
pot-luck, as in the past.”

Rent increases, totaling $14,997 
a month, were approved for 2145 
landlords in the St. Louis area 
during December, Albert C. Sul- 


livan, deputy area rent director 
for the Office of the Housing 
Expediter, announced today. 

Increases on 2604 individual 
housing units were approved dur- 
ing the month, the average in- 
crease being $5.75 for each unit. 
The cumulative monthly rent on 
the units before the _ increases 
were granted was $86,485. 

Sullivan said that, while sev- 
eral of the 11 grounds for rent 
adjustments were used by the 
landlords in seeking rent in- 
creases, those most frequently 
used during the month were the 
correction of inequitable rents 
and the new provisions for fair 
operating income. 

Refunds of rent overcharges, 
totaling $11,065, were obtained 
for 119 tenants by the area rent 
office, during December, Sullivan 
said. These cases included only 
instances in which the landlord 
agreed to refund the extra rent 
without court action. Seventeen 
cases of rent overcharges were 
referred for legal action.

Tuskegee Institute Lists 

Mob Murder fer Year— 

Two Killed in Georgia, 
One in Mississippi. 


TUSKEGGZE, Ala., Dec. 31 (AP) 
~—Mob murder claimed 
southern Negroes in 1949, 
vigilance of the law prevented 16 
other lynchings, Tuskegee Insti- 
tute reported in its year-end tally 
of violence. 

Two of the lynchings, said the 
institute report issued yesterday, 
were in Georgia. The third was in 
Mississippi. 

New York state led the nation 
in attempted iynchings, the report 
continued, with four white men 


and one Negro being rescued 
from mobs py police on three oc- 


casions. 


Police also one two lynch- aol 


ing attempts Georgia and 
North Carolina, and one each in 
Alabama, Florida, Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi, South Carolina and Ten- 
nessee, said the summary by the 
famed Negro institute. 

17 Lynchings Attempted. 


Actually there were 17 attempt- 
ed lynchings during the year, but 
the law was involved in the pre- 
vention of only 16. The seven- 
teenth potential mob victim es- 
caped from his tormentors by 
jumping in a river while they 
quarreled over who would kill 
him. 

Included in the total was How- 
ard Unruh, who shot 13 persons 
to death in Camden, N.J., Sept. 6. 
Unruh was threatened by an angry 
mob which rushed police lines in 
an effort to seize him, Tuskegee 
said. 

Tuskegee classifies as a lynch- 
ing only those murders which in- 
volve three or more persons. 

Caleb Hill Jr., a chalk mine 
worker in Wilkinson county, 
Georgia, was listed as the year’s 
first mob victim. 

Hill, under arrest for creating 
a disturbance and resisting ar- 
rest, was taken from the Irwinton 
(Ga.) jail May 29 and shot to 
death, the report said. 

Two white men subsequently 
were charged with Hill’s death, 
but a grand jury did not indict 
them, holding there was not suf- 
ficient evidence, and both went 
free.

Three ancient Hebrew scrolls, 
found two years ago in a cave in 
the Holy Land have been offered 
to St. Louis for display at City 
Art Museum from Feb. 3 to Feb. 
10 provided the city pays the ex- 
pense of the exhibition and com- 
plies with certain other condi- 
tions, Representative Frank M. 
Karsten said in Washington to- 
day. The scrolls have been ex- 
hibited in the Library of Congress 
at Washington. 

Under terms of the offer, which 
Karsten is forwarding to Mayor 
Joseph M. Darst, the city would be 
required to pay the expenses of the 
Rev. Athanasius Yeshue Samuel, 
Assyrian archbishop and metropol- 
itan of Jerusalem and Trans-Jor- 
dan and two aids who would accom- 
pany the scrolls. The city would 
also be required to take out in- 
surance totaling $500,000, arrange 
for special exhibit cases, and pro- 
vide a 24-hour daily police guard. 
No estimate of the total cost was 
given. 

The scrolls are thought to be 
more than 2000 years old and 
have been described by.scholars 
as the greatest single manuscript 
discovery of modern times. The 
archbishop acquired them from a 
shepherd and brought them to the 
United States in the expectation 
of selling them to obtain funds 
for repairing the war-damaged 
Assyrian Monastery of St. Mark 
in Jerusalem.

The institute also called atten- 
tion to killings which weren't con- 
sidered lynchings in the strict 
sense of the word but which “to 
all intents and purposes would 
seem to fall into this category.” 

Without going into detail the 
school said this would include 
murders by one or two persons, 
deputized posses bent on ven- 
geance and prisoners killed in 
jail. 

A total of 4722 lynchings have 
been recorded by Tuskegee since 
the institute began its report 67 
years ago. The victims included 
3429 Negroes and 1293 white per- 
sons.

Russia Imposes Stiffest 
Sentence on Four Gen- 
erals — Two Draw 20- 
Year Terms. 


LONDON, Dec. 31 (UP)-—The 
Moscow radio said today that 12 
Japanese officers charged with 
waging bacteriological warfare in 
Manchuria in the last war had 
been found guilty and given sen- 
tences ranging from two to 25 
years. 

The officers, former members 
of the Japanese Kwantung army 
in Manchuria, were tried by a 
three-man Russian court in the 
Siberian city of Khabarovsk near 


the Manchurian frontier. 

The broadcast said the 25-year 
sentences were imposed on Gen. 
Otozoo Yamada, former comman- 
der-in-chief of the Kwantung 
army; Lt. Gen. Riuji Kajitsuka, 
former chief ef the Kwantung 
army medical corps; Lt. Gen. 
Takaatsu Takahashi, ex-chief of 
the veterinary corps, and Maj. 
Gen. Kiyoshi Kawashima, ex-chief 
of the medical corps general af- 
fairs division. 

Other defendants and their sen- 
tences were given as: Lt. Col. 
Tomio Karasawa and Maj. Shunji 
Sato, 20 years; Lt. Col. Toshihide 
Nishi, 18 years; Kazuo Mitomo, 15 
years; Maj. Masao Onoue, 12 
years; Maj. Hirazakura, 10 years; 
Yuji Kurushima, three years; Maj. 
Norimitsu Kikuchi, medical corps, 
two years. 

The defendants were accused 
of having organized a special germ 
warfare unit on secret orders 
from Emperor Hirohito in 1940 
to experiment on germ warfare 
agents for use against China, Rus- 
sian and the United States. The 
Moscow report of the trial said 
the experiments were carried out 
on living Chinese, Russian and 
American prisoners during the 
early part of the war. 

Among other things the Japa- 
nese were accused of plans to 
breed 3,000,000 rats which would 
carry fleas infected with the 
bubonic plague against Russian 
troops. 

The Russians reported that 
testimony was given in the trial 
that germ warfare actually had 
been carried out in the Japanese 
war against China. 

Moscow said that Prosecutor I. 
'N. Smirnov, in summing up the 
| case, declared that the Soviet 
army saved mankind from bac- 
teriological warfare by defeating 
Germany and Japan before war- 
fare could be started on a large 
scale. | 

Smirnov was quoted as saying 
that German bacteriologists in 
Poland had “cultivated bacteria 
of bubonic plague and were pre- 
paring for the application of bac- 
teriological weapons against mil- 
liens of peaceful people.”

days or weeks. In one Southern 
family, according to custom, three 
weeks is the minimum time for 
ripening. It’s a good eggnog, but 
in my opinion, no better than 
when it has stood for only a few 
hours. My two favorite recipes 
are re-printed today. Those may 
be varied in any way you like, 
and you'll still have a fine drink 
to welcome in the New Year. 
New York Eggnog 
Six eggs, well beaten; three- 
fourths cup sugar; one and one- 
half cups brandy;-one pint milk; 
one pint heavy cream; nutmeg. 
Beat eggs and sugar together, 
stir in brandy slowly. Let stand 
several hours. Add milk and 
half the cream. Whip remaining 
cream and fold into egg mixture. 
Pour into punch bowl and 
sprinkle with nutmeg. Yield: 
about 25 servings. Note: half 
the egg whites may be stiffly 
beaten and folded in with the 
whipped cream. : 
Patmore Eggnog 
Twelve egg yolks, well beaten; 
two cups sugar; one pint brandy, 
bourbon, or rye whiskey; one pint 
Jamaica rum; two quarts heavy 


cream; 

Mix and , stir- 
ring Ee A pony dissolved. Add 
liquor slowly. Cover, and chill 


in refrigerator for several hours. . 


Before serving, fold in whipped 
cream. Pour into large punch 
bowl, Ladle eggnog into punch 
glasses, and sprinkle lightly with 
nutmeg. Yield: about 60 serv- 
ings. Note: this mixture, cov- 
ered, will keep in refrigerator 
several weeks. If a thinner egg- 
nog is desired, substitute milk for 
part of the whipped cream. For 
a frothy consistency, beat the 
egg whites until stiff and fold in 
with the whipped cream.

In the inevitable post-mortem, 
North strongly voiced the opinion 
that South should have six 
diamonds instead of five—that 
North’s bidding had made the 
slam an odds-on chance. South, 
for his part, felt that after he 
had jumped to two spades on the 
second round, and later sup- 
ported hearts, North had enough 
information and values, either to 
bid five diamonds over three 
hearts, or six diamonds over five 
diamonds. 

It is a strange thing that 
almost any average partnership 
would probably reach this slam 
without difficult, while “ex- 
perts” had difficulty with the 
same cards! North’s one-heart 
response to the opening diamond 
bid should have had excellent 
reper< ons. 

He selected this bid as a com- 
promise, rather than give 4 single 
raise for diamonds; and when, 
over South’s three hearts, North 
did not bid three no-trump, but 
chose instead to raise the dia- 
monds and thus go past the no- 
trump game level, South should 
have appraised his slam chances 
very highly! Even if South had 
bid four hearts instead of five 
diamonds, North would have 
taken the contract back to dia- 
monds, and then South surely 
could have ventured to the slam!

a new chimney or does one con- 
tinue to use the present one until 
it sets fire to the house? One 
does neither. 

What one does is to take a can- 
vas bag, but a few bricks in it and 
then fill it up with rags, paper or 
sawdust. Now a string is tied 
to the bag and it is lowered down 
the chimney to a point just below 
the crack or open joint in the flue 
lining. 

Next you mix up a grout out of 
Portland-cement and water. This 
should be thin enough so that it 
flows but don’t make it any thin- 
ner than necessary. Pour this 
down the chimney. It will be 
stopped by the bag and will run 
into the crack or open joint in the 
flue pipe. When it looks as if 
the joint is completely filled with 
the grout, the bag is pulled slow- 
ly up and down a few times to 
smooth off the seam. As soon as 
one joint has been taken care of, 
lower the bag down to the one be- 
low and fix this in the same man- 


ner. 

Care should be taken not to 
pour down any more grout than 
is necessary to fill the joint as too 
much growt can get around the 
bag and accumulate on the fire- 
place smoke shelf or in an offset 
in the furnace flue.
